From the Reverenv R A. Nonmay, tothe Hon’ste Sin 
Jamua Ovraam,— dated Dum-Dum, 28th February 
1860) 

My pear Sre,—Havine heard that the Bengal 
Artillery Mess Committee have determined to eell 
the Building (in this Cantonment) known as their 
Mess House, and that they have actually offered it 
to Her Majesty’s Government for the sum of Com- 
pany’s Rupees (25,000) twenty-five thousand, I 
take the hberty of laying before you. the follow- 
ing scheme which, rf carried out, would, I am sure, 
bean inestimable boon to the Soldiery of this 
place. 

The plan is simply this. 

That Uer Majesty's Government purchase the 
Buildg for the purpose of turning it to the 
following uses :— 


lst. A Reading Room for Officers. 

Rad. A Ditto Ditto and Library for the men. 
371. A Museum for the men. 

4th, A Lecture Room ditto. 


‘The four large Rooms being sct apart for these 

purposes, there would still be ample space for 
Class Rooms, say four. 
Serjeants’ Quarters, &e., &e. 

Thus the whole would be under one roof in a 
Building clove to the Barracks, a Building which 
could not be erected for six times the sum now 
asked for it, and which, without any money lad 
vut, would give the Rooms described at once. 

Any one who has seen the fearful mortality 
consequent upon that exposure to the sun and 
the habit of drinking which are the natural re~ 
sults of unemployed hours hanging heavily on 
the hands of uneducated men, will, Iam sure, 
acknowledge that to give these men employ- 
ment, instruction, and rational amusement, both 
by day and night, must be a powerlul means of 
inducing them to lead more temperate ond 
Soldierly lives. 

For myself I have no hesitation in saying that 
I firmly believe the temporary Museum here, 
which worked for two months, was the saving 
of many hves by inducing the men to spend 
rationally those hours in which they most fre- 
quently sow the seeds of fatal disease. 

If then the Muscum alone could do this, attract 
irg generally upwards of 300 of an evening, what 
might not we expect it Museum, Lecture Room, 
Class Rooms, Library, and Reading Rooms were 
constantly at work, offering their varied induce- 
ments to the men. 

And not only would there be a saving tn Mili- 
tary Finance, but the happiness conferred upon so 





many of its subjects mizht well bea cause of con. 
gratulation to any Government, 

As to the working of such an Institution, there 
would be little or no difficulty. 

The Reading Rooms and Libraries and Clars 
Rooms would be under their respective Committees ; 
and as to the Museum, give the room only and itt 
the thing grow, I would soon get it to work, and 
1 feel sure the advantages it would offer to’ any 
Chaplain in bringing him into contact with the 
men would be wo great, that there would be little 
doubt of its being in want of a Manager.

1. The Committee met on Saturday, 30th 
June 1860, at the Gun Foundry at Cossipore, at 
10 a.m. The letters and documents were read 
by the President, 


2. Cortain passages were also reud from a 
Supplementary Minute on the Amalzamation of 
Her Majesty’s Indian Forces with the British 
Army, by the Hor’ble Lieutenant-General Sir 
James Outram, o. c. B., President of the Council, 
having reference to the best means of promoting 
the moral and intellectual improvement of the 
Soldier in his hours of relaxation. 


3. The Committee most fully recognize and 
concur in the humane and enlightened principles 
set forth, the important duties inculeated, and the 
excellent practical sugyestions affered for adoption, 
in the above-named able and admirable docu- 
ment. 


4. They consider it of the highest importance 
to the future welfare of our Army, no less than to 
our national character as rulers of British India, 
that #0 favorable an opportunity as the present 
should be seized and improved for instituting a 
series of experiments, the lendiny object of whieh 
will be to elevate and uphold the character of our 
European Soldiers by providing wholesome, attrac. 
tive, and instructive recrcution, as well as profitable 
employment for their vacant hours, thereby wean- 
ing them from the besetting and destructive vices 
of ordinary Barrack life in this country, the result, 
it is beheved, of their monotonous and wearisome 
existenes, rather than of any special evil tendencies 
peewthar to their class and calling. 

5. The Committee see ample causeforencourage- 

ment in the partial suecess which attended the 
recent. efforts in this dire-tion made at Dum-Dum, 
in the Establishment of u temporary Mu eum, 
illustrated by occasional Lectures and experiments, 
and enlivened by musieal performances, under ths 
general Superintendence of the Chaplum, assiated 
by sundry Officers and Civilians. During the two 
months of its existence the Museam was the daily 
favorite resort of vome scores of Soldiers with their 
wives and families, and th reason to believe:

Tim Committee, appointed under the Resolution 
of Government in the Home Department, dated | 
29th ultimo, having duly considered the sulyects 
to which their attention was primarily dire 
have the honor to submit the following report. 

‘The Committee were directed in the tins! 
place to consider, with special reference to the 
vomplaints against the Caleutta Tariff, certain 
papers, furnished by the Seeretary 40 Government | 
a ‘ho Home Department, consisting for the must | 
part of representations which have, trom time to | 
time, Leen addressed to the Secretary of State for | 
Jndia, respecting the inereased fixed valuations for | 
certain classes of goods adopted under the Caleutta 
Tariff of April last. 

3. After satisfying themselves in regard to the 
weputed valuations of the Caleutta Tariff, they 
were desired to proceed in like manner to consider 
the feasibility of constructing an uniform Tarif of 
Valuations {or ull India, 

4. With reference to the first point, the Com- 
mittee, after giving their most earnest attention 
to the subject, are clearly of opinion that the Cal- 
cutta Tariff of April is open to the objections that 
have been raised to it, inasmuch as it is inequitable 
in principle, and as regards many of the chief 
articles of Import excessive in its valuations. 

5. The Caloutta Tariff of April appears to the 
Committee unfair alike to Government and to 














Importers, in so flr as the valustions have been 
adjusted on a system of avetages, the practical

effect of which ne ily is, to admit the higher 
classes of certain Fabries ata duty very mach 
below that to which they are liable hy law, whilst 
the lower qnahties of the same fabrie are weighed 
down by the incidence of duties ealenlated upon a 
valuation very much in excess of their reul worth 
mthe muaket. ‘fhe only manner in which such 
a system could be expected tu work finrly to all, 
would he on the suppesition that all those engaged 
in the Trade imported equal quantities of the high 
and low qualities, and thus gained on the one 
hand what they lost on the other; but a ula~ 
tion based upon any such hypothesis is manifently 
erroneous, 
Ibis true that this practice has beon in force 
for many rein the Port of Calcutta, and that 
tas only recently that objection has been taken to 
i. But it must be borne in mind that it is only 
within the last two years that the duties have 
Teen increased to 10 per Cent, So lonzas the 
duties were only 8 per Cent. and were levied on 
a moderate fixed valuation, the difference of the 
duty per piece between ‘the higher and Jower 
qualities, even if assessed at their real value, 
comparatively so unimportant that Importers 
appear to have disregarded it rather than un the 
risk of difficulties and delays in passins (he 
goods, by asking for a change in the well undo 
stood practice of the Custom House. The alter- 
ation of the duties to 10 per Cent., and the raising. 
of the fixed valuations which took effect in April 
last, however so increased the incidence of the 
duties on the lower qualities as to cause attention 
to be strongly directed to the inequitable system 
on which such valuations were fixed, and has led 
to a general deicand from parties interested in the 
Trade, both here and in England, for such an 
alteration in the mode of wesessment as shall 
obviate these inequalities. 

7. Again many articles have hitherto been 
entered in the Tariff of specific valuations which 
ought altogether to have been excluded, in 
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consequence of the great range of their quality, 
and consequently of their value, rendering 16 im- 
possible either to classify the different qualities 
under distinct denominations, or wo adjust their 
valuations upon any general average, which would 
not be obnoxious to the objections noticed above. 
Of this nature are Muslims, and indeed all white 
and coloured Cotton Goods and fancy Fabries. 

8. Whilst, however, adnutting generally that 
the objections to the Tariff of April are based upon. 
sufficient grounds, the Comiittee feel bound to 
observe that some of the arguments adduced by the 
Memoriahsts in support of their views, are not 
altogether tenable ; and they deem it their duty to 
direct attention to the fallacious mature of some 
of the tests apphed to that ‘Tarif!’ in England, 
because they believe that no Tuble of fixed vai 
tions, which should secure to Govern ment its just 
dues, would bear the application of similar tests. 

9. For instance, for the purpose of demonstra- 
ting the relative proportions of duty to value, the 
Caleutta yalue is throughout these Memorials 
held to be the prime cost. in Manchester with 10 
per Cent, added for delivery in Caleutta. N 
ad valorem duties in this country are by 
directed to be levied on the market price at the} 
time and place of Import or Export, and this rule | 
is invariably apphed to all dutiable conimodities 
not entered in the Tariff of fixed valuations. The 
only object of having a Tariff of fixed valuations 
at all, is to simplify and expedite the collection of 
duties upon such articles as are capable of easy 
classifivation, and do not vary much in. price from 
day to day ; and it seems very clear to the Com- 
mittee that the principles upon which the prices 
entered in the fixed Tariff should be arrived at, 
are the same as those upon which the value of 
articles, not ennmerated in the Tariff, are deter- 
mined at the Custom House. It is very certain 
that a mere addition of 10 per Cent. to the 
Manchester prime cost will by no means 
represent the market price of Cotton Goods at 
Caleutta or Bombay. In the first place, the actual 
charges to which goods are subject, before they 
reach the purehascr in this country, are, as a rule, 
at least 15 per Cent., (exclusive of duty and trade 
discount), and not 10 per Cent., and in the neat 
place, the Committee think it may very fairly be 
assumed that the shipper of Cotton Goods is not 
contented with the return of the exact price he 
pays for them, with the simple addition of the 
actual sum expended by him in their transport to, 
aud sale at, an Indian Por‘, 

10. The manner in which, in the opinion of 
this Committee, valuations for the purpose of 
assessment of duty should be made, is by deduct- 
ing from a fnir average wholesale cash price of 
similar goods so much as represents the dutics 
of Customs which have been paid thereon. They 
have accordingly, in considering the amendments 
which they recommend should be made in the 
Tariff, taken a fair average market price, reckoned 
upon the sales of past years and the prospects of 
the future, and have in the case of Cotton manu. 
factures, and most other goods cxeopt Metals, de- 
ducted from that price 12 per Cent. viz. 9 per 
Cent. a representing the duty on the net value ; 
next —(the duty being only leviable on_the net. 
cash price,) they have deducted 2 per Cent. for 
the discount, to which, in addition to varying 



































terms of credit for such sales, are, by the custom 
of the trade, liable; and lastly, 1 per Cent, for the 


coat of removal from the Custom House to the Mer 
chants’? Warehouses, an item which the Merchant 
saves, in those cases in which goods are taken over 
by the Custom House Authorities on account of 
assumed under-valuations, and which therefore 
Importers would take into consideration in enter. 
ing the valuation of goods excluded from the fixed 
Tiff. In the case of Metals, as the discount 
under which they are sold varies from 2 per Cent, 
in the case of Tron, to 53 per Cent. in the ease of 
Spelter, they have ullowed a proportionally larger 
deduction. 

ll. Further, the Committee observe that the 
Deputation of Bleachers and Dyers from Lancas- 
fer and Chester, in their Memorial to the Board of 
Trade of London, assume the difference of cost in. 
volved in the process of bleaching or dyeing av 
basis for caleulating the respective valuations of 
Grey and Bleached or Dyed Goods, and in thw 
view they appear to he supported by the Board of 
‘rade, The inconsistencics complained of will 
not, however, appear so striking when the princi. 
ple on which the Caleutta Tariff has hitherto been 
framed is horne in mind, he practice has been, 
as noticed above, to take an average of all the 
qualities imported, and to alopt that average as 
the valuation on which all qaalities should be as- 
sessed for duty ; provided the same qualities were 
imported in the bleached and coloured ay in the 
grey state, the average value of the former 
would, no doubt, as a general rule, be determined 
by the mere increased cost involved in the process 
of bleaching or dycing, and any other trifling in- 
creased percentage of cost, contingent on shipping 
the goods in the bleached or dyed state. But 
although a considerable quantity of such goods, as 
Juconets and Mulls, which come out in the grey 
state, come also in a bleached state, yet it is well 
known that large importations of the finer classes 
ofthese Fabrics take place in the bleached state 
which do not come at all in the grey state. ‘The 
same may be said with respect: to dyed goods, and 
the Committee ure satisfied, that the inconsisten- 
cies to which objection has been taken in England 
arise from this cause, and that it is not the case, 
as the Memorials from Lancaster and Chester 
would seem to imply, that precisely the same class 
of goods is imported in the grey as in the bleach- 
ed and dyed state. 


1 The only manner in which, as it appears 
to the Committee, these inequalities of incidence, 
which prineipally affect Cotton Goods, can be obti- 
ated, is by adjusting the valuation on the weight, 
as has always Leon done in Bombay, and they ap- 
prehend no difficulty whatever from the adoption 
of asimilur mode of procedure throughout India. 
In this manner the anomaly will no longer exist of 
5lb Shirtings paying precisely the same duty as 
8b Shirtings, and a piece of Madapollam, the 
market price of which is Rupees 1-8, being assessed 
for duty on the same valuation as a pice of the 
same goods which is saleable at double the price. 

18. This principle can, of course, only be ap- 
plied to goods, the value of which is mainly depend- 
ent upon their weight. It cannot be employed in 
the case of bleached, dyed or fanoy goods, for with 
them the woight is no test of value, Goods of 
these descriptions have always been valued in Bom- 
hay at the market rate at the time of importation, 
and the Committee are decidedly of opinion that 
the interests of Government and of Importers like 
require that a similar mode of assessment should 
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je pursued in future in all British Indian Ports. 
‘The Committee are fully convinced that it is quite 
impossible to fix. any fair specific valuation on 
yous which are of go mixed and variable a 
Thuracter as even to defy any detailed classifi- 
cation. 


11. Though entertaining no doubts themselves | 
astu the expediency of these changes, the Comnuttee | 
lefore recommending them to Government thought 
it desirable to ascertain the views of the mercantile 
community with regard to them. ‘They accord- 
mgly on the 9th instant had the pleasure of meet- 
ing the representatives of most of the leading Firms 
of tis City, and after full explanations and discus- 
sion they found those gentlemen unanimously in 
favor of the adoption of the proposed alterations, 
ne 

1s.—Of valuing Grey Cotton Goods by weight. 


Qndly.—OF excluding from the fixed Tariff of 
Valuations all goods which are not of so simple and 
uniform a nature as to admit readily of distinct 
cassifieation. These gentlemen were equally in 
favor of the substitution of English for local weights 
and measures—an alteration which seems to the 
Committee to be necessary, if there is to be one 
‘fanff for all India, and which will in itself greatly 
fralitate the transaction of business by European 
Merchants trading to this country. 


15. The next question upon which the Com- 
mittee were directed to report was the feasibility 
or otherwise of constructing an uniform Tariff for 
all India. 


16. After a carcful consideration of the subject, 
they are of opinion that such a Tariff is both feasi- 
Ve and desirable. 


11. Mr, Spooner brought with him from Bom- 
bay a Tariff prepared for the occasion, in communi- 
cation with the Mercantile Community of Bombay, 
and in comparing it what they considered fair 
average values ut this Port, the Committce find 
that, exeept xs regards some few unimportant 
articles, no substantial difference exists between 
the market rates ordinarily ruling at the two 
Presdencies. With respect to those items, regard- 
ing which any great difference was apparent, they 
found, on efose inquiry, that it arose generally 
from the fget of their being articles of considerable 
trado nt the one Port, and of mercly nominal 
Juyort and Export at the other. 








18. It has been asserted on previous occasions 
that the valuations which are suituble for Bombay 
and Caleutta cannot be considered sufficient for 
Madras, where the market rates ure higher. The 
Committee attach no importance whatever to such 
an assertion ; it seems to them unreasonable to sup- 
pose that any real or permanent diflerence cun 
exist between the prices of articles of considerable 
trade, ruling at two Ports within a few day dis- 
tance of one another. If any difference docs ever 
exist, it cither arises from some exeeptional and 
extravrdinary demand for a particular commodity, 
or from the insignificance of the trade. The Com- 
mittee however believe that there is never any 
great diserepancy between the market rates at 
Madras and Caleutta. 


19. The Committee have the honor arcord- 
ingly to submit for the approval of Government 
an Import and Export Tarif for all Tnuia, the 
adoption of which will, they are satistied, secuze 
to Government its just dues, and at the rame time 
remove ull reasonable grounds of complaint. 


20. It has occurred to the Committee, whilst 
engaged in the preparation of this Tariff, that it 
might be materially improved hy the transfer to 
the free list of a vast number of articles of petty 
trade, which, while bringing Little Revenue into 
the Publié Treasury, and scarcely even repaying 
the charges of collections, tend to complicate and 
obstruct the transaction of business at the Custom 
House. ‘The Committee believe that more than 
one hundre | articles might be placed on the free 
list with positive advantage to Government; this 
however is a question which they can only suggest 
for the future consideration of (Government, as 
they have not had before them the returns neces 
sary to enable them to furnish any detailed report 
on’ the subject, and it seems to them moreover to 
be beyond the scope of their prosent instructions. 
They’ will, however, be glad to submit a separate 
report on the subject hereafter, should it be the 
wish of Government that they should do so. 

21. The Committee are now prepared to take 
up the other questions upon which they were 
desired to report in the Government Resolution 
of the 29th ultimo.
